It ſhould have been long enough, btfore I would have raked 
up old crrours from the dead and hcll, ©, had much rather = 
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them back from whence they came z and that is my intent 1n their 
diſcovery. I approve well of that rule of Vilcipline in the Frenc! 
Churches, that the Miniſters ſhould not 10 Sermons meddle with 
confuting of old errours ; ,and of that of Ameſins to Minilters, 
That all errour isnot every where to be refuted. Forold Herclics 
that are buried are not to be dizged up that they may be rc- 
futed ; bur ſeeing theſe walk/up and down in City and Coun. 
trey, 1 may. give warning of them. Secondly,, This fol- 
lowing Diſcovery, is not only of preſ-nt errours, which

cularly as theirs and of their way,by- attempting - to remove and 
heave at many gallint Commanders, to get the' command ot

in tie Congregation ſaid,7T hat the ſaid 7:hn Warren had Preac h-

The laſt Lords. day the 29 of 7»/y, the agherents of Fich 
came into the ſaid Church yard, and made a'royſe (amongſt 
whom there was Nicholas How, one of the*Diiciples of the 
ſid Hich) while Mr. 1arrez was Expounding;a Chapter, info 
much that he was ioforced to def it and ſpeak; and when one 


of the Townſmen went forth to quier them, MY was but jeer'd 


at : Theſaid Hich is of ſuch a jeering inſultingdiſpoſition, that 
he is not to be tolerated. : 

Upon a complaint, and Articles of his Tenejs given inagainſt 
tim to the Honourable Committee for Exfjminations, this 
man was ſent for vp by a Mcflerger , who:took him in his 
Conventicle, Exerciſing and Preaching (25 1 #» informed) and 
when he ſhould have been heard before that Cpmmittee (which 
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Here is one Lawrence Clarkson who lived about Sufol} 

and Norſelk, that Preached and Dipped in thoſe part: ; 
this man according to his own Relation in print on the. 6 of 
Novemb. 1644. was buried under the water, and from thac 
day to the 24 of Janwary, did labour in ſeaſon, and out of ſer- 
ſon, revealing it to be a duty for Believers, and none but them ;

reſolved of their way) he tryed his Friends and party above, 
and they wrought ſo tor him here (1 know nor how they re- 
preſented things) that from a Committee, or the Chair-m:n: 
of a Comfnittee, ſome Order or Letter, or ſomething, wa:+ 
ſent down for his releaſe ; but the Committee refuſed to re- 
leaſe him, and writ up word they could not, nor might not upor: 
that diſcharge him, and Clarkson lay by it till z who when ht: 
ſaw his Friends above could do him no good, but he muſt lie 
in Priſon, ke men Petitioned the Committee of Berry,and mad:

bervieen twenty and twenty one years of Age, mentiored 
in the third Letter, who about Sepremb, 27. 1644. in a hovlc in 
Queen-Rreet in Covent- Garden,exerciſing upon that Scripture, 
1 am Alpha ana Omega, the Beginnmg and the End, the Firſt ang 
the Laſt, delivered many wicked and blaſphemous opinions and 
ſpeeches, the moſt cf which are put in among the reſt of the 
Errors before named,and ſo I will ret trouble the Reader with 
them in this place, This z#/c& was complained of to the Aſlew- 
bly,the Aſſembly ſent up the Articles to the Houſe of Lords; hc 
w3s by that Honorable Houſe committed, and ſtood ſo lome 
time : But. upon a Recantation of all thoſe Errors, both by 
word of mouth, and with his hand ſubſcribing to 2 form of Re- 
cantation drawn up,he was freed from Impriſonment ; But ſince 
the time of his releaſe, he hath both in city and countrey vented 
mapy of his {trange opinions, and hath preached in Londox pub- 
likely ina Church ſomewhere near Black-ſriers; and laſt Sum- 
mer was about in Suffolk, Eſſex,and of late in Kene. In /«ly lt 
he was at Colcheſter, and July 16, I was informed that he lay 
at one Sparrows houſe, and Exerciſed the Lords-day before in 
that houfe., Preaching ſeveral Antinomian DoQtrines ; 2rd 
ſaid, I ſhould here ſpezk ro yon of other Points , but that 
Wolves creep in among the Fold : - As alſo he preached there 
on a week day, wherein ke expreſſed himſelf againſt all Bap-

web w3s allo in Suffolk, and there Exzrcited, ant would have 
Preached in-a publike Church, had not the Miniſt 1 of the place 
hindred him. He hath a'C> be: m in Kexe, and amon3 other place; 
at the Town of Afilron : he came thither ro reac School, bur 
Preaching there for the Miniſter, in the ſecond orijhicd Sermon 
he vented ſtrange DoAtrines, fo that a hundref; and ftry of 
the Pariſh would hear him no more, but went t;) ſome other 
Church. He was called before ſome of the Commirree, or 

Deputy Lieutenants; who upon hearing to com.laints would 

not ſuffer him to ſtay there, ſo that he is come toifondon 12210, 

This Web before many witne[:s maintained , Thijz it was more 

lawful to ficdrinking in an Ale houſe; then the farce men away 

out of the Ale-houſe, to go to Church againſt therk corſciencee, 

In Sepr. laſt,,/eb came to a Miniſter of the Aﬀſemblj, namely one 

of them before whom he had renounced his Errors,and thanked 

bim for being 2 means to draw him off thoſe Errets, and bleſſed 

God for his mercies ro him, for he was inthe. eady way to 

Atheiſm, and many of his companions in thoſe qpirions were 

rurned Atheiſts ; and yer this man after his Recartation, hath in 

Ssffolb , Eſſex and Kent, carried himſelf fo as is how related. 

And further, a Cirizen told me at the end of Noy. laft:! this Heb faid to 
him, That the Scrip:ures, the golden Calf was going dow? apace ; that all 
Independents would ſuddenly turn Anabapriſts. and then 3\terwwds would 
come to his way. And he ſpake of the Scriptares, Thatzhey were a hu- 
mane Tradition, and the Prieſts Monopoly , and they Rpt them up that 
they might live upan them ; with other words to that effeye. 

In September laft I was told from ſome honeſt, men who had 
been lately in Kent, that on the Monethly Faſt diy In 7/y laſt, 
there were ſome men and ſome women to the r.1mber of nine 
Dipped ina River near efSford; one of this company was 
D:pped three times, becauſe being afraid of the water, all the 
body way not under the water, but he was a[ hoſt drowned 
and ſtrangled by the water.

nov3tions 3 but now of late years an Anabaprifſt : This mn 
a great Antinomian, a deſperate Arminian,belides {cveral 6:hz1 
opinions that he holds. He was Re-bapriſed by a Mechar.ick, 
ar:d made a Member of ZLams Church which meets in Þr.!- 
Alley in Coleman ſtreer, He hath ſpoken oi great £:i:; 
and abilities given him upon his Baptiſm, and 0i great Re- 
yvelations he hath fourd ſince, and all ro draw otters into 
his way. This Mr. Denne was ſent forth by Lams Church 
into B:dford(hire, Cambridgelhire , and thoſe parts, to 
Preach univerſal Grace, and to Re-baptiſe ; and according 
to his Commiſſion he did much miſchief. in thoſe parcs, tor 
which he was committed by the Committee of Cambriage ; bu: 
by the means of one Mr. Disborough a Sequſtrator , making 
Friends to a great man, the buſineſſe was put over to a Com- 
mittee of Parliament ; and being by them committed co Beter- 
houſe, after a while he was diſmiſſed, and went down to E/!.y, 
where he Preacheth openly in the Pariſh Church, having thc 
power of that Church, and the means belonging to it. This 
Demne Preacheth much againſt Tithes , whereby he draws the 
people after him: He hath put down all finging of Pſaims in 
his Church. He Preaches and Prays, and after he hath done. tc 
caJls ro know if any be not ſatisfied; and then they ſtand up that 
will, and obje&, and then he anſwers. Others of the Brethren 
that will, meer Mechanicks, one, two, or more ſometimes, do 
Exerciſe after him. Aout the time the Ordinance came forth 
againſt the Preaching of Lay-men, there was one Exerciſcd in 
the Church of E/ſly (he was ſuppoſed to be a Souldier of thc 
Army ) againſt the Ordinance forbidding the Preaching of per- 
ſons not ordained ; ſhewing how unlawful it was to reſtrain 
men, and ought not to be obeyed. There is alſo one T anay or 
D andy who comes ſometimes to Eljly and Preaches there, and 
about that countrey, who tells them of Revelations and Mira- 
cles, and ſaith Revelations areordinary with him.

that Exerciſe, And on thurſday the 8 of 'Ja»#ary near thie 
the French- Church at one Mr. Hi/s, one Mris. Arwway (one of 
the women by- all the deſcription of her ſpoken of b« fore that 
Preached in Bell-Alley) at three of the clock in the afternoon 
Preached, where abour fifcy perſons men and women were pre- 
ſent, In her Exerciſe (he delivered many dangerous and falſe 
DoRrines : as, x, That it could not ſtand with the goodneſſe 
of Godito damne his own creatures Eternally . by That God 
thoFather did raiga under the Law ; God the |Son under the 
Goſpel ; and now God the Father and God the Sqn are making 
over the Kingdom to God the Holy Ghoſt, and he thall be 
powred out upon allfleſh. 3. That there (hall:be a general} 
Reſtauration , wherein all men ſhall be reconciled and ſaved, 
4. That Chriſt died for all; with ſeyerall other Errors and 
conceits, She told. them for her part ſhe was, in the Wil- 
dernes waiting for the poucing out of the Spirit. When her Ser- 
mon.was done, (which was above an hour) ſhe ſaid, If any one 
had any exception againſt what ſhe had deliveyed , ſhe was 
ready to give forth her light; and if they could demonſtrate 
ſhe had Preached any Error, to hear them ; ſhe ſaid ſhe was 
deſirous that all the glory ſhould be given to God, and was wil- 
ling to impart or give out that dram of light the Spirit had given 
her ; that ſhe deſired ro lay down her Crown/at the feer of 
Chri& ; and wiſhed that ſhame and confuſion might cover her 
face forever if ſhe had any confidence in her ſee. After ſhe 
had done ſpeaking, a Siſter (tood up firlt and objeRted what 
warrant ſhe had to Preach in this manner ; the Preaching wo- 
man interruped her and ſaid ſhe knew what (he meant, that 
fhe ought onely to Preach to thoſe that were under Baptiſme; 


and.further, ſhe ſaid ſhe diſclaimed that (he took upon her to 


Fl Preach, 
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Preach, bur only to Exerciſe her pifes ; for, ſhe could not be 
eyinced that any in the world this day'living, had any Commil- 
fion to Preach. Then her Siſter asked her what warrant ihe 
had to Exerciſe thus ; ſhe Anſwered,her grounds were 1 Per, 
4. 10,11. As every man bath received the gifts, &c. and that in 
the 10. ofthe Hebrews, Exhore one another, amd in the 3. of 
Aatachithe 16. 'andin Titus, That the elder Women ought to 
zearh the yonger : Further ſhe profeſſed, That when ſhe and 
her Siſter began that Exerciſe, it was to ſome of their own Sex; 
but when ſhe confidered the glory of God was manifeſted in 
Babes and Sucklings, and that ſhe was defired by Come to admit 
of all chat pleaſed ro come, ſhe could not deny to impart thoſe 
things the Spirit had communicated to her:but till her Siſter in- 
filted upen the former objection, & ſaid ſhe ought not to Preach 
tothe wotld z and ſaidſhe wonld ſpeak morefreely, but that 
there was a multitude there.

Then a (e- 
cond was objeRed, Who Baptifed Szmon Mam, eAnanias 
and Saphira ? Mr. Atrowway Anſwered, ſhe doubted whether 
they did according to their Commiſſionin Baptifing them. In 


her prayer this ſhe-Preacher prayed God that all thoſe who 


were preſent, and did not acknowledge his weak ones that 
ſpakefor rhe fpirit of God, that he would diſcover the iniqui- 
ty of their hearts. She alſo-in ker prayer gave thanks for the 
occafion of their 'meeting, that they had been quiet without 
diſtra&ion, which they were not the former day : and to the 
men preſcnttharbronghran Argament for Infants Baptiſme,ſhe 
gue an Anſwer to it, He asked her what Baptiſme was ? ſhe 
Anſwered ſhe was not very firto Argue thoſe Queſtions, and 
went from the Table to the fire fide : and then another Siſter 
faid, You have heard what was delivered, and may reſt ſtisfi- 
ed.

Miniſter in Eſſex toa Miniſter in the City of Lond». 

Our condition in theſe parts is very bad. Abaſe but buld (cariſt 
named Oats a weaver in London coms down,& vents a galliaiau- 
fryot ſtrange opinions, & draws great flocks of people after him 
without all controul. The Conſtables of Bocking did on the 
Lords day laſt diſturb them, going among them to preſſe Sovl. 
diers, and they uſed them diſpitcfully, bad them get them to 
their ſteple houſes,to hear their Popiſh Prieſts,their Baal: Pricſts, 
The tyde of Schiſme runs [trong, and as they brag is fed with a 
ſpring from above, Certainly great hopes and incourg-m:nts 
they have, cle durſt they not be ſo boli and infolent beyond 
meaſure, as they are. They talk moſt biſely of the Parliumen: 
and Aſſembly which many hear, and dir: not appear to avouch, 
ſo that they grow formidable, Our Magiltrates are afraid of 
them, onely a few Octhodox Miniſters hazzard themſciv.sto 
oppoſe this torrent by their publike labours. Help us with your 
prayers 3s we do you, that God may inable. our ſpirits again!
